DIGEST:

Where protester has not established that
decislion was based on erroneous laterpretation
of either fact or law, decision 1s affirmed.

In our decision ISS Energy Services, Inc., B-216030,
Aug. 27, 1984, 84~2 CPD Y 230, we dismissed as uatimely a
protest filed by 1SS Energy Services, Inc. (ISS). We held
that the cause of the untimely receipt of the protest—-—the
failure of ISS to address the protest in accordance with the
instructions set forth in our Bid Protest Procedures (4
C.F.R., part 21 (1984))--did not excuse the untimely receipt1

ISS requests that we reconsider our decision in view of
the alleged failure of our Bid Protest Procedures to coatain
information as to where a protest to our Office should be
sent.

As noted in our prior decision, the proper address to
which protests should be seat 1s set forth ia our Bid
Protest Procedures. &4 C.F.R. § 21.1(b) provides as follows:

“(b) « + + protests must be , o &
addressed to the General Counsel, General
Accouating Office, Washington, D. C. 20548. To
expedite handling within the General Accountinag
Office, the address should include ‘'Attan: Bid
Protest Control Unit.'"

Accordingly, since ISS has not established that our prior
decision was based on aa erroneous Interpretation of either
fact or law, that decision 1is affirmed. Little Harbor
